Strength U FacUitated. 


Horaes are a kind of live-stock which 


are left largely to take care of them- 
selves in a certain sense 
We busy 


ourselves about our cattle, sheep and 
nwme. How shall we feed—what shall 
we do to make the calf, the lamb and 
pig more valuable, we ask time and 
time again. But the colt comes, grows 
and reaches maturity, under about the 
same treatment that has been common 
for hundreds of years 
True enough, 


the system of management that is gen- 
erally adopted is not a bad one At all 
events it answers 
But that is not 


quite enough tn these days when we 
wish to produce perfection as nearly as 
possible. Are our horses as good as 
they might be if the growing animals 
were fed at all times upon a strictly 
scientific basisP None of us will give 
an affirmative answer to the question 
if we properly understand the effect of 
feeding 
The horse is valuable in 


proportion to the development of its 
muscle. A weak hoise is very poor 
property—a strong horse is good prop- 
erty. Consequently, the food, given 
the colt and young horse—and, in fact, 
the niatuie horse—needs to be largely 
of the muscle-forming character Tneir 
food does not need, and must not con- 
tain, so large a proportion of the car- 
bonaceous elements as do those which 
are fed to flesh-producing animals 
In 


the Jatter case a conspicuous part of 
the object in feeding is fat, while in 
the former case we want to produce 
only a moderate amount of fat and a 
great deal of muscle. Very often the 
horse is fed entirely too much corn As a 
portion of the horse's food, and even 
of the colt's, corn is good, but to feed 
a colt too much of tins specially iat- 
producing food is ruinoni 
And in 


order to keep the matter steadily bo- 
fore the reader, we again call the at- 
tention in this connection to the neces- 
sity of keeping the muscular and bonv 
systems up in all animals and at all 
times

Her lungs were filled with blood 


and the inside of the throat was congest- 
ed, while all the internal organs were in a 
healthy condition. It is known that Wilson 
and his wife have not lived happily to- 
gether for some time. 
They have two 


children, the oldest fourteen years of age, 
and the youngest three months. Recently 
Wilson has been very Intimate with Laura 
Thompson, a pretty domestic employed by 
Wm Daniels. 
About two years ago, he 


ran away with a sixteen-year-old girl, but 
was arrested in Buffalo. Several times, 
Mrs. Wilson's sister say*, he has throat 
cned Mrs. Wilson's life.

Commission on the frontier 


of Afghanistan sends the following 
variant upon the story of the Seven 
Sleepers of Ephesus: It seems that the 
grave, of the Seven Sleepers, which in 
tlin Koran is located at Epho«us, is in 
reality in the Hirak valley, on the 
Afghan frontier, some four miles to the 
southwest of the Anglo-Russian camp 
at Chabar Samba. The version of the 
Koran (says the correspondent) is that 
seven men, firm in the faith of their 
God, separated from the rest of their 
tribe, who had taken to other gods, 
and talcing rofugfl in a cave were caused 
to sleep there with their dog, for 
three hundred and fifty-nine years. The 
Kalians, of Khwajah Altai Azizan, 
clinngo tho scene from Kphesus to 
Turkestan, and tell a very different 
story. The King Dakianus, they say, 
was originally a shepherd of Shibbar- 
ghah, and tended his Docks in the hills 
for twelve years, till one day he found 
a slab of stone with an inscription on 
it. Not being able to decipher the lat- 
ter, 
he showed it to a moollah, who 


toKI him it was a record ol hidden 
tri'iimire. 
Having possessed himself 


of the treasure and killed the moollah 
Diklantis took service with the King. 
and after some time rose to tbe com- 
mand of an army. He soon got the 
tinny on his side, seized the kingdom 
and eventually conquered the world. 
When thus in supreme power the devil 
appeared before Dakianus in the form 
of the angel Gabriel, and tempted him 
by telling him that God had sent him 
to say that He was God of the heavens, 
but that Dakianus was god of the earth. 
Dakianus, who was u worshiper of one 
<iod, refused to believe the "devil, and 
told the luttrr ho was not the true 
angel Gabriu 1. The devil then offered 
to prove that he was, by proposing a 
tost, that if n certain lish on top of the 
water went down on his approach ho 
was the true angel Gabriel, but* if it 
remained up he was an i no poster. Ac- 
cordingly Dakianus and the devil went 
together to the bank of the river, and 
no sooner did tho fish see the devil than 
he at once dived down. Dakianus be- 
lieved the test, and acknowledged the 
devil as tho angel Gabriel, left off the 
worship of the true God, and, at 
tho devil's tempting him, set himself 
up as a god on his own account. One 
ilay, however, when eating his food, 
Dakianiis was bothered by flies, which, 
do what he would, ho could not get rid 
of. 
His servants said to themselves: 


"He calls himself God, and yet cannot 
get rid of the flies that bother him. He 
is no god." And they determined to 
li'Bvc him. Six men went off, and on 
the second day foil in with a shepherd, 
from whom ibey begged bread and 
water. The shepherd gave them all he 
had, and asked them where they came 
from and where they were going to. 
They told him their story, and how they 
wcr« fleeing from Dakianns and wished 
to h'uli', anil the shepherd agreed to ac- 
company them in their night. The 
shepherd's dog also followed his mas- 
ter, and the men told him to drive the 
dog back, lest he should betray their 
whereabouts. The shepherd objected, 
Haying the dog had been his faithful 
companion for years; but the others in- 
sisted, and tho shepherd at last struck 
the dog with his stick, breaking oue of 
its legs. Tho dog still followed, and 
the shepherd struck it again, breaking 
another leg. But the dog still con- 
tinued to crawl after them, and the 
men struck with pity, eventually took 
it in turns to carry it on with them. 
The shepherd guided them all to this 
very cavo that he know of, and once 
there they all went to sleep, and never 
woke for 309 years. 


In the Koran it is distinctly stated 


that the sleepers were seven in number, 
and tho eighth was their dog, but either 
tho Arabic of tho Koran is beyond the 
Saycds, or they prefer a story of their 
ow'n. Whichever it is, thero is no 
doubt of tho realism of of the latter 
portion of their tale, as any one who 
"knows the affection the shepherds here 
have for their great savage, shaggy 
coated dogs and the huge sticks that 
the shepherds always carry will testify. 
Further on tho story, however, the 
worthy Sayfcds get more confused still, 
and they'have it that the sleepers 
awoke twice—once in the time of Haz- 
rat Rsa. or Christ, and again in the 
time of the prophet. The story is, 


•ltd die shepherd awoke, they felthun- 
m and sent one ol their number to go 
tothe city near by, called Shahr-i- 
Atooz, to bny bread. On arrival he 
found the place much altered, and the 
first baker he went to refused to accept 
bis money. Another' to whom he ap- 
plied asked him where he gothismoney 
from. The man said it was his own 
and from hw own house. He was then 
told to point out hia house, but he 
could not at fiwt, and eventually rec- 
ognized it by a mnlberir tree, and 
going in he told them to dig in a cer- 
tain place, end there they found, sure 
enough, his store, a jar full of Daki- 
anns*^ coins. The then owner of the 
house protested and claimed the house 
and coins as his, and eventually both 
the man and the coins were taken be- 
fore the King. When the King, who 
was a Christi%p. heard the man's story 
and found that he had been asleep for 
three hundred and nine years, he 
looked on the man as supernatural and 
offered to resign the throne in his favor. 
The man decfined, and stated that all 
toe wished was to be allowed to return 
to his companions in the cave. The 
King thereupon accompanied him. 
With the King were a hawk and a dog, 
and a deer being started on the road 
was caught by these two and brought 
in, thus making a third animal in the 
party. On arrival at the cave, not only 
the original six friends, the Altai 
Azizan and the shepherd, but the King 
and the dog and the hawk and the 
deer, all went off to sleep and never 
awoke again for some seven hundred 
vcars, when they were awakened by the 
arrival of the Chahar Yar, or the four 
friends of the prophet—that is, Omar, 
Ogman, Abubakr and Ali, who, repeat- 
ing the Mohammedan creed, at once 
awoke the sleepers. The latter got up, 
repeated the creed and then fell asleep 
again and there they still remain. 


All this was told me by the Sayedsin 


the cave, and they pointed triumph- 
antly to the relics In proof of their 
story. Holding our lighted candles be- 
tween the palings of the wooden screen, 
which debars nearer approach to the 
sleepers, we were shown some, clothes 
on the floor, apparently a rough, com- 
mon sheet with a dark colored fringed 
cloth above it, which was said to cover 
tho sleepers. We asked If we were 
allowed to look under the cloth, but 
that, they said, was impossible, when 
they themselves, they said, knew not 
what was there. One man had once 
tried to look and was immediately 
•truck blind; but that if we doubted 
"there (pointing in the direction) was 
the dog and the deer and the hawk." 
Holding the candles to the right we 
could then see indistinctly something 
looking like dried bodies of some ani- 
mals propped against the wall. They 
were very small. The first, said to be 
the dog, was about a foot in height, 
and the deer a few inches higher; but 
St was impossible to say in such light 
what animals they were. The bones 
of the legs were visible—in fact, the 
dog's legs had fallen off, which rather 
told against its being asleep; but the 
body seemed to be covered with dry 
skin, and yet, on the strength of these 
relics some twenty families of Sayeds 
are kept in comfort, anfl live here on 
the contributions of pilgrims, with, in 
addition, as much land as they require 
free of any rent and taxes. — fall Mull

CANVAS BACK AND TERRAPIN. 


FRANCIS BACON. 


Hlltorr of the Man Who, Aeeiinllne to 


Some, Wrote Khakvspeure'K Wnrka. 
Francis Bacon was burn in I, Mil. He 


was thus Shakespeare's senior by three 
years. 
His father wan Lord-Keeper of 


the Great Seal, an eminent scholar, 
patron of art anil 
liU-raturp. 
The 


mothers of great men have often been 
remarked upon, nml llairnn't WH* em- 
inently worthy nf her dii-lingniilied 
son; nn tHtiiunbli- liuly, pimis, tlnvwil, 
affectionate and, in the best .sense nf 
that age, accomplished; It'tmied among 
learned women, a capable authoress, 
yet motherly among mollier-,. 
Haron 


was the son "of old age; precocious, but 
not ephemerallv so, for his jjemim went 
on expanding through all his life. Hii 
imagination, differing from 
that of 


many other men, deepened, liighlened. 
widened with his years. IIo had ample 
access in his father's home to books. 
A student of Cambridge at the age of 
twelve, he v/ivs at sixteen wiser than 
his teachers. In 1576 he entered Gray's 
Inn on his legal career. 
Next year he 


was scut to Paris as one of the suite of 
Sir Annas Panlet, the Knglish Ambassa- 
dor. 
He traveled on the continent with 


the French court, and became familiar 
with French, Italian and Spanish. On 
his return to England he bore a dispatch 
to the Queen from tho Ambassador, in 
which ho is referred to in the most Hat- 
tering terms. 
In his twenty-fourth 


year ho entered Parliament, a'nil soon 
exercised a remarkable ascendancy. 
The author of many beneficial meas- 
ures, he was at all times tho chosen 
representative of the Commons in their 
conflicts with the Peers and the < 'rown. 
His wisdom, patriotism and eloquence 
were conspicuous. 
Careful of the in- 


terests of tho people, he was at the 
same time loyal in bis allegiance to the 
Crown. His powers of persuasion were 
uniformly employed in furthering and 
reconciling tho welfare of all concerned 
Johnson bears tribute to his eloquence. 
"There happened," he says, "in mv 
time one noble speaker, who was full 
of gravity in his .speaking. 
His lan- 


guage, where he ooiild spare or pass bj 
a jest, was nobly censorious. 
No mar 


ever spoke more ncuth, more weighti 
ly, or sufleriid less emptiness, loss idle 
ness in what he uttered. 
No memboi 


of his speech but consisted of his owi 
graces. 
His henrers could not cougl 


or look aside from him without lo.ss 
He coninmudc.il when he spoke, am 
had his judges angry or pleased at hi1 
devotion.

BALTIMORE, Jan. 17.—It wm the genisl 


autocrat, Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, who 
called Baltimore the gustrononiio eapital of 
the universe. U was be who suggested tUat 
the la.ly be taken from the Battle monument 
and diamond back terrapin put in her place, 
and that a canvas back duek be stationed on 
tbe Washington column. 
The other day 


Editor Charles A. Dana, who M as great an 
epicure as he is a journalist, came over here 
from New York with a party of friends. 


"What has brought you here?" was asked 


him."A canvas bock duck. We came to carve 
the wings and tho breast of a canvas back. 
We adore vour beautiful ladies, bow to your 
artists, ailmire your history, your public 
men, reverence your editors, but your canvas 
back duck is beyond praise and comparison. 
Next to your canvas liack comes your Madeira, 
I have tasted it before, ami it goes well wrth 
the duck." 


The fame of the canvas back is cosmopoli- 


tan but nowhere can it be found cooked as 
well as in Baltimore. This city, however, ia 
more I he market of the canvas bock than any- 
thing elae. The great feeding ground of the 
duck is on the flnts in and around the mouth 
of the Susquehanna river, and the central 
town of the duck shooters is Havre de Grace, 
a lively littlu place, which the Jesuits settled 
anil niiich I^fayette named. The ducks come 
from Hudson's bay and the f or norl hem hikes. 
They follow the edge of winter along the 
Atlantic roast, leaving a few stragglers in 
the Hudson and Delaware rivers, and arriving 
In great fl.x-ks at the head of tho Chesapeake. 
What especially attracts them is the luxurious 
growth of valisneria, a juicy water cress, 
which grows in submerged fields in all the 
muddy flats, shallow boys and estuaries in 
the neighborhood of tbe Susquehanna. 
This 


the ducks tear up, and feed ravenously upon 
the tender roots. Nowhere else does tho grass 
grow so plentifully. 
On other food the ducks 


have a wild, Bshy taste; on this they have 
that succulence which deHes oomi>etition or 
description. They arrive on the grounds 
poor, but in a short tune they Income tat. 
ThereareseveraUlraenkiiiilsofdiK'ksfoundin 
the bay, but the canvas back is easily king of 
them all. Its full grown weight is three 
pounds. It is solidly put together and a 
graceful flyer. The greatest nights take place 
in the morning before sunrise, and that is the 
time the gunner does his most effective work. 
Duck shooting it regulated by stringent laws, 
to enforce which there are special police 
maintained by the state. Over $1,000 are 
paid annually by gunners for licenses, and 
there ore several hundred men regularly en- 
gaged in the business of shooting. 
President 


Cleveland gets his ducks direct from Havre 
de Grace, and shipments are made every 
week to Europe, where there is a grow ing 
fondness for the princely birJ. Amateur 
duck shooting is eiqiensive. It costs all the 
way from »10 to $51) per canvas bax.-k for an 
amateur to enjoy himself m this way, and 
thenhedoes not always get the ducks. This 
year the ducks have bet-n very scarce, and 
prices have ranged from *•! to 01U a pair. 
During Christmas wenk the latter price could 
not bring Hie supply up tu the demand. 


Most of the ilncks nro brought to Baltimore 


and the game dealers here, after supply ing the 
active huine market, ship them allo\erthe 
country and to England. 
It is a very com- 


mon sight to !>ee professional hunters in thu 
business part of tbe city tiying tn dispose of 
their »toi:k, mid they always succewl without 
much truublf. Cooking u canvas bark prop 
,erlv IM tbo very acme of gastronomic science. 
It should l>e i ooketl ubmit twenty minutes, 
never under sixteen and never over thirty.

One of the terrapin's, great ti aits is 
his curiosity, ami this enables the terrapin to 
be trained so that they respond when called 
at feeding time 
Mr. Edward H. Strong, of 


Kent county, recently made a \ery interest- 
ing experiment with these reptiles. Last 
spring he caught a great many, and about the 
1st of June he placed seven in an iron 
box and hermetically sAled it; he put nine 
in a .wooden box that was not uir tight, and 
then took twenty-six and buried them in the 
earth about eighteen inches deep.

month he investigated the condition of the 
prisoners with the following results: All of 
those he bad placed in the iron and wooden 
boxes were dead, while all of those he had 
buried were alive, fatter and in better con- 
dition to eat than when they were burled in 
Jane.
